There isn’t much a Sikeston resident can say 
about the narrow margin by which Morehouse 
school district patrons voted in favor of annexa­ 
tion with Sikeston’s school district except “ wel­ 
com e.” 
The Sikeston school board’s approval of the 
consolidation is expected to be a mere formality. 
To Morehouse residents we would add only the 
final words of hope they will be happy with the new 
school arrangements. 
Because most persons are influenced strongly 
by their pocketbook interest, the annexation pro­ 
posal obviously was controversial. 
For one thing it means an increase in taxes. 
This is never welcomed by anyone and especially 
by those who have no children in school. 
For many Morehouse residents the choice may 
have seemed to be between two undesirable al­ 
ternatives —annexation into an enlarged New 
Madrid county district having a more distant high 
school or with nearby Sikeston. 
Because communities like to retain control of 
their schools neither proposal was appealing to 
many residents. 
It is a reasonable expectation that if the annexa­ 
tion with the Sikeston district is consummated, 
the Morehouse school facilities will continue to 
be used. 
It is also likely that the Morehouse high school 
would be merged into the Sikeston system because 
of the more extensive curriculum that the larger 
high school can offer students. 
Since a better education is the goal of all par­ 
ents for their children, Morehouse residents with 
high school age boys and girls should not be dis­ 
pleased with the consolidation. 
The annexation may have a desirable economic 
effect for property owners in Morehouse.

This 
may increase demand for real estate in More­ 
house and the prices buyers are willing to pay for 
it.
